Dear Bill: 

The other day I met with Marvin Stone of the 
USIA to follow up on my letter to Charlie Wick 
concerning the dissemination of the Russian-language 
edition of Arkady Shevchenko’s Breaking With Moscow . 

A copy of Charlie’s reply is enclosed. 

The picture which emerged from the meeting is as 
follows: The USIA would very much like to distribute 
the book to all of their facilities around the world. 
They agree that Soviet bloc diplomats obtain, 
surreptitiously, reading material from USIA 
facilities, and that it would be felicitous if those 
folks could have access to Breaking With Moscow in 
the Russian language. 


There are presently 2000 copies of the Russian 
language edition available for purchase at a cost of 
about $30,000. USIA believes that, coincidentally, 
this is exactly the number of books which they would 
like to have. However there are obstacles. It is 
unclear how much money will be available for this 
purpose in the USIA budget. It is also unclear how 
many of the USIA posts will elect to spend their book 
money for Breaking With Moscow . 

These problems would be solved if a private 
party were to buy the books from the publisher and 
donate them to USIA. Since nobody would have to make 
a budgetary choice under these circumstances, 
widespread distribution of the book would be ensured.
